The taking of ginger, in the form of
essence or strong tincture, s revealed
by a medical man as a growing form of
Inebriety both Im this country and
America, X

As Its alcoholie strength s  about
double that of whisky or brandy, the
deleterious results of excessive induolg-
ence can be Imagined,

There 1s one recorded case in which
the dally dose of a vietim of “ginger-
lsm" was Increased from ten drops to
a pint In the course of three years,
Though the habit is more practiced In
the Unlted Biates than In  England,
there are numbers of chemists In Lon
don who admit that they have regular
customers for the pungent essence, whe
buy comparatively large quantities ev-
ery week.

The cause of the habit is nearly al-
ways the same. “Gilogerists” are peo-
ple with weary brains and disordered
stomachs who seek palllntion of the re-
sults of overwork. They know that
such drugs as morplifa, chloral, cocaine
and chloroform are accumulative In
thelr effect upon the human system,
they know also that ginger was the
homely remedy of thelr youth for
gtomachie troubles,

It seems Incredible, but It Is a fact,
that from the taking of a few drops of
this powerful carminative for indiges-
tion a “gingerist” will grow Into the
habit of taking large doses, as a tonle,
a sedative and a palllative,

So far logquirles show that women
are as much addicted to “gingerism™ as
men, but the actual vietims are difficult
to trace, ns essence of ginger Is easily
purchasable In any chemist's shop by
child or grown-up person,

“It must be 4 very vitlated taste that
can endure large doses of tincture of
ginger,” sald a wholesale chemist. “But,
of course, the same can be sald of most
viglently neting drogs. Once there s a
physical demand created for a partien.
lar stimulant, the palate is disregard-
ed. It is the result which is looked for-
ward to, not the hnmedinte Impression.
In this connectlon at least the ordi-
nary aleoholle drinker is more sane
than the morphia taker or the ‘ginger.

There are (1) the American gov-
ernment, which recelves a little more
than $50.000,000 a year In revenue
from the tariff on sugar; (2) our do-
mestic and our insular producers, to
whom that tariff Is a direct benefit to
the extent of about $50,000,000 a year;
(3) the consumer, who Is Interested In
lower prices, and (4) the Cubaus, who
are so largely dependent upon the
American market for thelr lvelihood.
In an article in the Internation Bd-
ward . Atkins of Boston, the owner
of a lnrge plantation In Cuba, works
out this problem along an Interesting
and probably correct line,

With au general assumption of the
coutinuance present  politieal and
flseal conditlons Mr. Atkins says:

“Ta all appearances our unportations
of foreign sugur, other than Cuban, will
soon end and from that time, If do-
mestie and Cuban production keeps
picce with increased consumption, as 1s
anticipated, a differential to Cuba
would protect her agalnst other coun-
tries and reduce cost to consumers In
the United States.” He holds that “the
protection of even the Cuban rate
(nbout 1.35 cents a pound) now gives
the domestic sugar producers so large
a margin of profit that they can well
afford to drop prices below Cuba's cost
In order to market thelr goods." He
clalms that in the almost certain event
of the reductlon of competition to our
domestic product and the Cuban prod-
uct a very material reduction could be
made in the present Dingley rate.

Should that be done two results
should follow: There should be reduc-
tion in selllng prices and important in-
crease In consumption. The Initial loss
of revenue to the government would
soon bee offset by Increase In imports
from Cuba, Increased demand shounld
stimulate domestle production. The
Dingley rate, practically a maximum
rate, would keep out the sugar of other
countries If Cuba were given a differ-
ential, or what might be regarded as
a minlmum rate. This differential
would virtually anssure to Cuba & mar-
ket for her product and so divide the
market between her output and our
domestic supply.

Eucalyptuns Seunds Shoots Up Ove

some years ngo a sewer made of red
wood timber. This sewer was again
cased by an outside sewer, Across the
sewer there was built a brick wall
many feet high and In such a way
that it was plerced Ly the inner sewer,
which it inclosed tightly, while the
outer sewer ended abruptly against the
wall.

The outslde sower eoasing had In
course of time decayed aud a eucalyp
tus tree stunding some sixty feot awny
had taken advantage of this and sent
one of its roots to the _n;u\'vi_uu,l spot Iin
us direct line as possible,

Here the root entered the
sewer and followed its course as far
ns It could, At last it camé to the
wall, which shut off its course. and it
could go no farther, the Inside sewer
being perfectly tight.
